On hia return to England he 
joined tho firm of Messra:-John Birch 
and Co., for whom he ‘went to Egypt, 
where ho made preliminary plans for light 
railways in the Delta, now working with 
success, and also assisted Mr Birch in pro- 
jecting a ‘dosert railway.’ In 1899 he 
went out.to .China with Mr Birch, and 
travelled. up tho: Yang-tsa to Chung-king, 
and across country to Canton, Going 
northwards, he arrived in Tentsin just as 
the siege begun, and did several weeks? 
wurvice as a Volunteer, Bo returned tu 
Shanghai only to hesr the ead news that 
Mr Birch had been drowned in the Yellow 
River. After some ‘months in China and 
Japan, he was returning to England by the

\pRADE PROSPECTS IN CHINA. 


“Tha following extract is taken from tho 
Picce Goada Trade Report of Messrs Noél, 
Murray and Co., Shanghii, ‘dated 20th 
March :— i St % 


Tho market has bocn practically at a 
standstill since the date of eur fast. report, 
tho usval Auctions monipolising what 
demand thero is, the prices paid showing, 
however, it is nothing to bonst of. Tt has 
not heen easy to got-at the bottom of this 
unuaual susponsion.af trade, uffecting as it 
dues almost the whole of our dependencies, 
bat wo ‘are inclined to ‘think that the 
disorganised state of the Banking arranges 
ments‘has a4 much to do with itas anything. 
TF that is so it ig no use trying to force the 
murket, but townit uietly antil returning 
re-ontablishns the excellont 
system that has hitherto enabled the 
Natives to carry op successfully vast 
transactions with ull parts of the Country. 
OF course, the present depression has been 
attributed fo various cuuses’ and rumour 
has) heen unneually husy -but. there 
ig no reason to think that tho- political 
cumplications have any mere to da with 
the situation than before, beyond showing 
tho futility of expecting any trado of 
importance-to be dono with the Northern 
Ports for some months tocome. Raporis 
have been spread of cargoes by the first 
rteamere to Tientsin having been looted on 
arrival, und further that gonds’ were being 
returned to this aa they. could not bo 
landed, but from enquiries we have made 
the Steamer Agents here know nothing: 
about it, aud can only imagino it has arisen. 
through a new clause they were obliged, 
for their nwn protection, to insert on the 
Pills of Lading, namoly ‘Delivery to be 
taken from alongside hy consignees_ within 
43 hours aftor steamey’s arrival at Tangkn, 
otherwise the cargo will bo returned to 
Shanghai by the same or any other steamor 
at consignaes’ risk and full freight will be 
charged for the eetern voyage.’ So7far 
no advice has como to hand of this having 
been xeted upon in a single instance, bat 
it is doubtloss quite sufticient to prevent 
the Natives shipping with any freedom, 
None of tho steamers have returned hero 
yot, but telographic advice has been 
reevived of the despatch of one of them 
witha foll cargo, but unfortunately sho 
was neaped inside the Taku bar and will 
be delayed for somo, days. 

Stoamera aro expected to leave for New- 
ehwang in about, a week's time, In the 
meanwhile it is difficult to learn anything 
of tho situation there and it setms probable 
that shipments thence will have to ba mada 
through Foreign houses at the first. A 
story is current of the recent treatment of 
asmul! shipment to Viadivostock made hy 
a Native in Chefoo. It consisted of Sill 
Piece Guods valued at about Tis. 2,800, 
and on arrival a daty of sume Ts, 2,000 
was demarided, so the goods went back ! 
This goes to coutirm the report that the 
Russian Authorities are trying to discour- 
nge the trade to Vindivostoek in favour of 
Port Arthur, shipments thence being en- 
titled 10 a Drawhback of the Import Baty 
here and are charged nothing there.
